That ths Chippewas of the Thames Band disputed this 
occupation by the Munceys of tho lands in excoss of the 
original grant, 


That on June 1, 1896, a settlemsnt was reached whereby 
the Chivpowas of the Thames agreed to accept the return 
of 1,019 acres on failure of Muncey heirs and the sum 
of $17,540. as compensation for the remaining 1,0)2 | - 
ACTOS. 


That or tho 6th day of May, 1909 the Chippewas of the 
Thames Band, at a meeting called for the purposo of 
considering the final settlement of the dispute between 
the Murncoys and themselves with respect to the 612 
acros cf land which, at that date, had not reverted 

to them in accordance with the 1896 agreemant, resolved 
to accept in lieu thereof the sum of $10,000. 
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That on the second day of November ,1910 the Chief and 20 Neadmen of the Chippewa 
Band met and executed a formal Sarees of 552 acres, 50 acres having reverted to 
the Chippewas between the 6th day of May,1909 and the 2nd day of November,1910, and 
of the 1,041 acres which were purported to have teen surrendered on the first day 
of June,18965, unto Nis Majesty the King, His Heirs and Successors forever in trust 
for the Munceys of the Thames Band. 


That Schedule "A! ~inexed hereto correctly represents the various lots, parceis or 
tracts of land comprising the 1,041 acres purportedly surrendered on the first day 


“of June, 1896. 


That Schedule "Db!" accurately and correctly describes the lots, parcels or tracts of 
land comprising the 562 acres surrendered on the second day of November, 1910. 


That the lots or paxcels of land comprising the criginal 1,000 acres granted t» the 
Munceys by the Chipvewas in 1840 are shown as outlined in ee on a plan of ond, Shs 
Indian Reserve No. 12 attached hereto as Schedule "Cll, 


That the foregoing surrender was never submitted to the Privy Council for formil 
acceptance, as reque .xred by the 1905 Indian Act. 


That the Affidavits of the Chief and some of the Headmen of the Chippewas of tie Thames 
Band and that of lr. J.G. Ramsden, appointed by tte Superintendent General to ~epresent 
him at the surrende* meeting, cannot now be located. 


That such Affidavits are tae Sed to accompany the surrender in accordance with 
Section 49 of the 1706 Indian Act. 


That no surrender documents were obtained with regard to the 1896 settlement, the 
surrender presently placed before the Governor in Council being intended to confirm 
the surrender of 1,041 acres on the first day of June,1896 to His Majesty the, King in 
trust for the Muncey of the Thames Band. 


That over the years Caradoc Indian Reserve No. 42 has been administered as if the : 
Chippewas and the Munceys were in fact joint owners according to the portions of land 
as set out in the 1910 surrender as belonging to the Hunceys. Prior thereto the 
Governor in Council accepted surrenders jointly from the Chippewas and Munceys and in 
two instances separately with respect to lands required for long term leases. 


That since 1840 the Chippewas have never disputed the right of the Munceys to occupy 
the original 1,000 acres which were granted to them and since 1910 the Chippewas have 


not disputed the Munceys! right to occupy the additional 1,603 acres of land described 


in the surrender doctiment. 


That in 1962 and apain in 1965 referendums were held on a proposal to amalgamate the 
bands. In both instances the Munceys were strongly in favour of such action and the 
Chippewas were strongly opposed. 

That recent field reports indicate that it would not now be possible to obtain from 

the Chippewas of the Thames a new surrender of the lands occupied by the Munceys and 
that at this time the possibility of obtaining their ratification of the 1910 surrender 
is remote.

Prior to cessation, this company manufactured and installed.~’ 
aluminum windows and screens. Financing arrangements, allowance 
for cost of installation and other conditions peculiar to the 
business make the accounting for sales tax more complicated than 
usual, with the resut that audits to establish the firm's liability 
required estimation and repeated revision. 


During 1965, the company endeavoured to arrange a proposal with 
creditors under the Bankruptcy Act but those attempts encountered 
unexpected difficulties and bankruptcy seemed unavoidable. The 
financial situation was seriouslycomplicated and the only asset 
of the company rested in the fact that a parent company in 
guaranteeing some of the liabilities of National Window Co. Ltd., 
had put up as security a property supposedly worth one million 
dollars. The Department had a claim for sales tax and penalties 
Bre total of°S105) 352.13. 


While the supposed value of the property mentioned appeared to 
guarantee payment of this Department's claim when the building was 
sold, the value of the property deteriorated rapidly to a point 
where settlement of secured claims and preferred claims could not 

be assured and no dividend would be allowable for ordinary creditors. 
The situation became extremely sensitive because ordinary creditors 
became indisposed to agree to the trustee's proposal that the property 
be sold for the price available, which, as stated, would leave no 
dividend for ordinary creditors. On the other hmd, provisions of 

@ mortgage held by a secured creditor would allow that creditor, on 
expiration of a fixed delay, to merely take possession of the 
property as in satisfaction of the mortgage, without the need to 
account to other creditors for any surplus value which might result. 


Careful examination and prolonged investigation of the points 

involved made it apparent to this Department that a compromise 

would be necessary on the part of all concerned and the conclusion 
reached was that to secure the approbation of the ordinary creditors, 
some small dividend should be made available for the unsecured claims. 
Pinal sresult of the calculations is that’ the trustee, Clarkson, Gordon

In large part this case represents the same type of difficulty 
encountered in connection with the sales tax accounting of many 

firms in the lumber industry throughout Canada following the 1963 
budget. The allowance of discounts, determination of cost, 
identification of lumber jobbed as against lumber further processed, 
misunderstanding of published information and Departmental directives 
which could not in their preparation envisage all the varying 
conditions of operation, have led to the establishment of substantial 
assessments, partially estimated and often disputed. 


In the case of Nelson Lumber Co. Ltd., the situation was further 
complicated by the activities of the company in the area of the 
manufacture of prefabricated homes. 


During 1965, audits of the records of Nelson Lumber Co. Ltd., 
resulted in a tentative assessment of $27,623.62. The firm did not 
accept the assessment and refusal to pay caused this Department to 
refer the case to the Department of Justice. An information was 
filed in the H&xchequer Court of Canada but the firm continued to 
dispute not only the assessment but liability for’ some aspects of 
taxation on current operations, there being involved determination 
of the taxable portions of prefabricated homes, which, under the 
Excise tax Act, had become exempt. Further audit to April 30, 1967, 
showed a total of tax outstanding of $61,187.66. The company has paid 
mOOl.el. 
Recently, Nelson Lumber Co. Ltd., proposed payment of $30,000.00 
@s)4n full satisfaction of liability for tax and penalty to Aprik 
30, 1967. Re-examination of the circumstances of the claim in this 
Department, makes it apparent that there would be considerable 
difficulty in maintaining the Department's claim before the Court 
and it is proposed that the offer of payment be accepted. The 
- Department of Justice will discontinue the action following adjustment 
of the account. 


While this case was being disputed, the Department had taken advantage

This case has reference to sales tax on the manufacture and sale of 
lumber during 1963. Based on an estimate of conditions and practices 

in the lumber and related industries, it seemed equitable to take into 
consideration that some taxpayers who are essentially retailers or 
wholesalers could, in attempting to give complete service to their 
customers, be classed by the Department as manufacturers for purposes 

of the Zxcise Tax Act. Because of this, discounts of 20% or 36%, 
depending on the circumstances of sale, were authorized. This authority 
remained in effect until May 1, 19o6l. The cancellation was made public 
By a Circular issued during April, 196), and given wide circulation. 
However, the terminology did not have uniform application throughout the 
industry with the result that some firms, not recognizing their 
classification as manufacturers, continued to allow the aforementioned 
discounts with a resultant underpayment of tax to the Department. 


The Department recognized that hardship was caused through this mis- 
understanding. A circular letter was issued during July, 196i, in an 
attempt to clarify the situation. In general, the letter had the 
desired effect. However, differences in methods of operations of 
building materials businesses caused the misunderstanding to persist 
in some instances. 


The Devartment has endeavoured to examine each case where underpayment 
of tax has occurred because of misuse of the discounts. While several 
cases have been referred to the Department of Justice for legal pro- 
ceedings, this case justifies partial remission, as financial hardship 
could be caused by insistence on payment in full. Furthermore, it 
could be established that the taxpayer was misinformed and had done 
everything possible to establish his true liability. 


The assessment in this instance was for 39,178.09, and a sum of
